HISTORIC DATA GIVEN CANADA | 


Original Correspondence of Governor- 
General Between Years 
1791 to 1840 

Ottawa.—A most important gift has 
been made to the people of Canada by 
the British government, This is the 
complete and original correspondence 
sent by the Governor-General to the 
home office from the year 1791 to 1840, 
the period during which Upper and 
Lower Canada were separate pro- 
vinces, 

After a cursory glance over some of 


the papers Dr. Doughty, Dominion 
archivist, in whose care they have, 
been placed, is unable to say that 


they will have the effect of modifying 
in some cases, and of Laine f in 
others, data which have hitherto been 
considered historically accurate. The | 
correspondence deals with such inter- 
esting subjects as the division of the 
country into Upper and Lower Canada 
in 1791, the abolition of slavery in 
Upper Canada in 1793, the exclusion of | 
judges from parliament in 1811, the | 
first treaty with the Northwest Indians 
in 1817, the Earl of Selkirk signing it 
on behalf of King George III., the re- | 
bellion of 1837, the beginning of diffi- 
culties regarding United States fisher. 
men in British waters, and ending 
with the union of the two provinces | 
under the name of the Province of | 
Canada, the year after the death of 
Lord Durham. 


Support for Georgian Bay Canal 

London.—Sir Robert Perks has re- 
ceived advices from Ottawa which en- 
courage the expectation that the Ca- 
nadian ministers are prepared to adopt 
an attitude of more practical sym- 
pathy with the Georgian Bay canal 
scheme, especially in view of the bet- 
ter outlook for Canadian finances.

A UNIQUE PLAN | 


Wm. C. Brown, President of the New! 
York Central, Says the Farm is the | 
Place for the Unemployed—Is Urg- 
ing His Company to‘Establish Ex- 
perimental Farms to Give Employ- 
ment to the Idle. 

New York.—Legislation enough for 
the present, argued men who manage 
railroads; further control pleaded leg- 
islators; co-operation in the interests 
of fair dealing, proposed shippers, and 
others. These varied views on the 
great common carriers of the country 
were expressed at the first annual ban. 
quet of the Railway Business Associa- 
tion at the Waldorf Astoria. The as- 
sociation which is a sgt of self-im- 
posed medium of conciMation between 
the railways and the public had as its 
guests at the table more than six hun- 
dred men interested in railroads. 

George Post, president of the associ- 
ation, was toastmaster. The keynote 
in his address was ‘‘Conference, Con- 
ciliation and Concession by all Con- 
cerned.” 

Representative W. Hepburn, of 
Iowa, author of the Hepburn Act, sug- 
gested that there were yet railroad 
matters over which the government 
should have control. For instance, he 
asked, what serious hurt could come 
to railroads if their capital could not 
be increased until approved by gov- 
ernment authority?

The topic of this Jesson is “I’aul's 
Story of His Life,” and yet that seems 
to be more fully told in his testimony 
before Agrippa in chapter xxvi, or even 
In bis address from the castle stairs 
in chapter xxii, or more coucisely ia 
Phil. tl, or more fully by putting these 
tliree records together, The verses as- 
signed us for today's study are rather 
fn resume Of bis sufferings, with spe- 
chil reference to bis being stoned to 
death ut Lystra aud bis marvelous ex- 
perlence at that time, With such a 
record as that in chapter zi, 23-28, who 
Is there today who bas anything that 
can begin to compare with it in the 
tnatter of suffering for Christ's sake? 
At the time of his conversion the Lord 
suld to Ananias, “1 will shew bim how 
great things he must suffer for my 
unke” (Acts ix, 16), and this seems in 
our eyes as if*He bad filled the bill 
quite fully. Let us ucderstand a lit- 
tle more fully the service of suffering 
us set forth in Rom. v, 3; Phil. 1, 20; 
Col, {, 24; Rev. tl, 10, and elsewhere. 
It Is made unmistakably plain that by 
the suffering of Christ in our stead, 
an our sin bearer, all who recelve Him 
nre made meet to be partakers of the 
inheritance, baving in Him redemption 
through His blood, the forgiveness of 
sins (Col, t, 12-14). 

‘There is, however, another phase of 
the suffering question In Heb. ti, 10, 
where it speaks of bringing us to His 
glory and of Him as the captain of 
our salvation being made perfect 
through sufferings. Be is our high 
priest, who can be touched with the 
feellug of our infirmities, for He was 
in all points tempted like as we are 
(Heb. iv, 15) Now, siace by Hie 
atovement He bas made us kings and 
priests unto God, having washed us 
from our sins in His own blood, and 
we are fo reign with Him on the 
enrth (Rev. f, 5, 6; v, 10), we must re- 
member that to be fitted to reign with 
lim we must suffer with Him (1! 
Tim. Ul, 12), by His atonement made 
fit for bis presence, but by our euffer- 
Ing with Him bere as His redeemed 
ones nade Ot to ll the place in His 
kingdom which He is preparing. for us 
while He prepares us for ft; hence we 
have a little light om the great mystery 
of the believer's sufferings as seen 
every where in greater or less degree. 

‘if by His grace we are patient under 
alfour trinte we are winning for our- 
selves a special crown—the crown ef 
fe (Jas, 1, 12; Rev. i, 20). which we 
shall bave to cast at His feet in that 
day. And not only so, but the power 
of Christ is seen upon us to His gtory. 
the patience under trial as it could fot 
otherwise be seep. Paul therefore 
suys, “Most gladiy will 1 glory in my 
infirmities that the power of Chrirt 
may rest upon me” (xi! 9. This ts 
something like Phil. 1,20. where he says, 
“Christ shall be magaitied In my body, 
whether it be by life or by death.” 

While Paul bad unusual fellowship 

In suffering, he bad also some unusnal 
revelations. Not only was bis con- 
Version unique, but the various mant- 
festations of the Lord to bim after- 
ward were very remarkable, as was 
nlso the revelation of “the mystery" ef 
which he go often speaks. He tells us 
that, lest the abundance of the reve- 
lations should unduly exalt bim, there 
was given him a thorn in the flesh, the 
tnessenger of Satan, to buffet him. He 
tells us that be asked the Lord three 
times to deliver bim from it, but the 
answer was, “My grace is sufficient 
for thee, for ny strength is made per- 
fevt In weakness” (verse 9). 1 do not 
know bow we can be quite sure an to 
what this thorn ip the flesb was till 
aul bimself sball some day tell us 
if it is best for us to know. Some one 
hus said that we are not told what 
it was in order that if any one has a 
thoru in the flesh be may find a bit 
of comfort in supposing that that was 
just what Paul bad, This certataly ts 
true—that if any believer bas a phys- 
ical infirmity and cannot get It remov- 
ed by prayer or by the physician's skill 
then the auswer to Paul wust be ac- 
cepted and the Lord trusted for grave 
to bear it weekly for His glory, fur, 
while tbese words were said to Paal, 
they were written for us.” 
. As to the special vision and revela- 
tion of our lessbn, It seems to hare 
been about the time that Paul was 
stoned to death at Lystra, and it Ja 
quite probable thut while Paul's dead 
body was belvg dragged out of I.ystra 
(Acts xiv, 19) be was io the third 
heaven, or paradise, which be here de- 
ascribes, and saw and beard things that 
be could pot put into earthly language. 
We. bave vo record of anything that 
Lazarus of Betbany said when be 
came back from the dead, probably 
because words could not utter it. The 
best thing | have ever read on these 
heavenly realities ts “Tbe Trance of 
Rev. William Tennent,” once a minis- 
ter at Freebold, N. J. who was dead 
for three days and afterward preach- 
ed the gospel for many yeurs. It tea 
little tract published by Miss M, BL 
Munson, 77 Bible House, New York. 
fhe foundation of all that ts beautifal 
fn this leason ts to be able to say, ‘1 
know a man in Christ” (xii, 2), for an- 
lesa we are |n Christ we are certainty 
Jost, but being in Him all ts well for 
time and eternity. Then to be able to 
say truly “Christ Iveth In me” (Gal. 
fi, 20), as Is the privilege of every trne 
believer, insurer the manifestntion of 
His life in us.

Did you ever spend Sunday in To- 
ronto? 

If you haven’t, don’t, 

Take my tip on it, and don’t, 

You can get to Buffalo between 9 
o'clock and noon, and it’s a good 
idea to do it. Buffalo ian’t the best 
town in the world, but— 

Well, Goldsmith’s ‘Deserted Vil- 
lage” is like 43nd and Broadway in 
comparison to Toronto on Sunday. 

I spent two days in Montreal and 
one Sunday in Toronto. There’s a 
startling difference, Like—well, say, 
like between day and night. 

Montreal is a wide open town. You 
can laugh and smoke and talk French 
and sing and drink Scotch whisky at 
mahogany bars and get into a limit 
game most any hour of the day or 
night, seven days a week, there.

Navy Chaplain In Canada. 
Rev. Paul Bull, C.R., R.N., better 
| known as Father Bull, chaplain gen- 
eral to the royal navy, who was in 
Toronto recently on his way to the

personalitiy and has had a stirring 
‘career, In 1897 he went to India to 
minister to the troops there.

A Canadian Grub In London. 

By a log of wood riddled with tiny 
tunnels, says a London correspondent, 
stands an ordinary-looking beetle in 
the insect house at the London Zoo. 
It has just been born as a beetle from 
the grub which drove those tunnels. 
It belong to the Longicorn family of 
beetles, 

The grub was sent from Canada in 
a small log of Vancouver pine to a 
lady eighteen months ago. When re- 
cently it turned into a beetle she 
sent it to the Zoo, and it has just 
emerged in i¢s final-state, but it may 
have been anywhere between twenty 
and fifty years in the wood, boring 
the tunnels through the log. 

An official at the Gardens says that 
naturalists have not yet settled how 
long it takes beetles to accomplish 
this work of boring. There is the his- 
toric case of the Natural History Mu- 
seum grub of the same species. For 
fourteen years it lived undiscovered 
in the boot tree constantly used by 
an Indian military officer and prob- 
ably had lived in the wood itself be. 
fore it was made into a boot tree. 

When the officer first discovered the 

\ grub he handed the boot tree, grub 
\and all, over to the museum. It was 
placed in a show case, where it lived 
ten years. About once annually the 
grub used to poke its head out into 
the daylight, when the curator 


promptly pushed it back into the, 


wood and plugged up the hole so 
that it could dig its way out.

Hitherto the immi- 
grants from the otler side of the line came through regular ports of 
entry, but on account of the tremendous immigration this year the im- 
migration authorities lad to open more doors to the American immigra- 
tion, and if the great rush continues, which is readily anticipated, still 
more ports of entry will be established. The following are the official 
figures of immigratants from United States to Western Canada in, 1908; 
August, 8,091; September, 3,239; October, 3,179; same months for 
1909; 3,876, 4,652, 5,250.

PRESUMPTUOUS SINS 


PASTOR RUSSELL PREACHES ON 
SECRET FAULTS. 


Text, “Cleanse Me From Secret 
Faults; Keep Back They Servant | 
Also From Presumptuous Sins: 
Then Shall | Be Upright, and | 
Shall Be Innocent From the Great 
Transgression” (Psalm xix, 12, 13). 


Brooklyn, Nov. 7.—Pastor Russell 

reached yesterday at the Brooklyn 

| yo gag from the text above. He 
Buld: 

Our text prophetically represents 
the attitude of mind of, God's true 
people. Those who are aliens and 
strangers from God would not thus 
pray. Even if they were repentant 
their first prayer should be in the na- 
ture of a confession of sins and an 
acknowledgment of their acceptance 
of God's mercy in the forgiveness of 
their sins and of hia accepting them 
to be his children through the merit 
ef the Redeemer. But even those who 
have become children of God, by re- 
nouncing sin and exercising faith in 
Divine forgiveness in the merit otf 
Christ, have still to acknowledge that 
by nature they were “‘children ot 
wrath even as others.” Although they 
are saved by grace, only their minds, 
their hearts, their wills, have yet been 
saved or fully reconciled to God and 
harmonized to the Divine will. Their 
flesh is still imperfect, fallen. 

Hence, in the language of the 
Psalmist, it is appropriate that the 
Lord's people take knowledge of their 
own biemishes, imperfections, and 
that they Leah? the beta ee 
in hting the go ght agains’ 
dbus blemishes of their flesh, Thank 
God, this battle of the New Creature, 
the new mind, the new will, against 
the fallen flesh and ite appetites will 
not last forever; to the faithful, 
death will be the close of the conflict. 
The glorified Redeemer is watching 
over the interests of his people. He 
guarantees us in advance that all of 
our trials, our difficulties, shall work 
together for our spiritual welfare. He 
guarantees us that when he shall have 
sufficiently testea our new minds, our 
mew wills, by the opposition of the 
oravings of the flesh, he will forthwith 
declare our trial ended—declare us 
victors and heirs of glory, honor and 
immortality with himself, according 


to the exceeding trp and precious 
mises of his Word. 

Prthe question urises, Why should 
mot the Lord grant to us and to all 
mankind an easicr trial than is ours? 
Why should there be a fallen disposi- 
tion to fight ugainst? Why should it 
mot be as easy, or more easy to do 
right than to uo wrong? Why should 
we not have flesh which should have 
a foce craving merely, and not an 
evil craving? Aud if we must have 
an evil craving, why are we not at 
least relieved of the outward tempta- 
tions which excite these evil cravings? 
—temptations from the world about 
us, inciting to evil rather than to 
good; and, according to the Scriptures 
and our experiences, temptations also 
from Satan himself, and from the fal- 
Jen angels, who continually endeavor 
to intrude upon us, to incite us to 
anger, malice, hatred, strife and the 
various works of the flesh and the 
devil? ; 

These questions are not unreason- 
able, and God acknowledges this 
when he shows us that just such fav- 
erable conditions as these questions 
suggest will be provided for the world 
of mankind during the Millennium. 
Satan and the evil angels under his 
eaptainey will be restrained accord- 
ing to the Bible and not be permitted 
to molest mankind in evil promptings 
and suggestions, We read that Satan 
shall be bound for a thousand years 
that he may deceive the people no 
more until the thousand years be fin- 
ished (Revelations xx, 2). Relief is 
also promised from the injurious con- 
duct of others, in that we are assum- 
ed that during the Millennium noth- 
ing shall hurt or destroy throughout 
God’s holy Kingdom. In that blessed 
time every evil aved will be restrain- 
ed that it may not accomplish injury 
to another, while even the effort to 
eommit ain will be promptly punished 
with “stripes”; not an immoderate, 
not an unjust torturing for centuries 
for finite sins, b't, as the Scriptures 
declare, a just recompense of reward 
wil b> given both fo the just and to 
the unjust. 

The Scriptures assure us that 
promptness in, the punishment for 
sin, and ite reasonnbleness, its right- 
eousness, will be promptly recognized 
and quickly bear fruitage throughout 
the world in peace and Gat 
eousness. Thus we gead, “When Thy 
iudgments are in. the earth, the in- 
{riftants of the world will learn right- 
eousness” (Isainh xxvi, 9). The 
preaching of og reasonable, right- 
eous judgment the future surely 
bears much better fruitage than the 

eaching of the’ “dark ages,” now 

unately disappearing — that the 
wage of a trifling sin might be either 
a century of roasting or an eternity 
ef torment. The exaggeration of the 
error is so great that the human mind 
instinctively resists and rejects it. 

The next query we shall answer is, 
Are God's ways unequal? And if not, 
Why should he provide at the present 
time for the -trial and testing of the 
Chureh under conditions so much 
more severe than those which shall 

vail by and by, during the Mil- 
fennium? Why must we battle against 
the Adversary and his minions as well 
as against our fallen flesh? Why must 
we eontend with sinful oppositions in 
eur neighborhoods and our homes? 
Why should not evil in every sense 
ef the word be restrained for us as 
well as for the world during the Mil- 
Jennium and our way be made smooth

so? 

The Scriptures answer that the

of the dignity to which the 

thfal will be exalted makes it rea- 
egonable that the terms and conditions 
should be exceedingly difficult in this 
‘way. Hence we read that the gate is 
‘ t and tle way # narrow one, 


so that few may find it. ‘Ihese few 
are the. ‘‘elect,” whose character: 
superiority will be fully evidenced to 
God, to angels and to men to be such 
an fully justifies the Lord in grant- 
ing to them the high reward prom- 
ised. Were their honors no greater 
than those the world shall experi- 
ence, how could God's ways be Ped 
and equal in granting them the hea- 
venly nature and Divine glory, while 
awarding the world of mankind resti- 
tution blessing and a worldwide Eden 
home corresponding to what was lost 
by Adam and redeemed for the will- 
ing and obedient by the sacrifice of 
the man Christ Jesus? 

If now we have clearly before our 
minds that it is the Church class who 
are addressed in our text, let us ex- 
amine the various steps it suggests. 
During the Millennium the errors 
and secret faults and presumptuous 
sins of the world will all be made 
manifest and all be openly rebuked 
and punished. But not so now. 
Those who are now called to be of 
the elect Church are expected to be 
80 zealous for God, so desirous to 
know and to do his will, so opposed 
to sin, that they will voluntarily 
search for their own errors, their own 
secret faults, and strive against pre- 
sumptuous - sins. : 

When we remember that God, for 
Christ's sake, has forgiven the sins 
of the Church, the question may 
arise, What then are these faults or 
errors? If all of our sins are forgiven 
freely for Christ’s sake, what sins 
then remain to be forgiven? The 
answer is that Mia faith in 
Christ’s blood we were fully forgiven 
“the sins that are past, through the 
forbearance of God’’ (Romans iii, 25). 
We shall never more be held responsi- 
ble for sins great or small which were 
ours before we'came to the Lord and 
accepted his grace, his forgiveness, 
and became his followers through our 
consecration of our little all to him. 
What remains of sin with us is the 
imperfection of the flesh and its in- 
herited weaknesses, and these blem- 
ishes may be with us to our dying 
day in considerable measure. It is 
against these that we must fight— 
fight the good fight and endure hard- 
ness as valiant soldiers.of righteoua- 
ness. 

But some one may inquire, Is not 
the merit of Christ sufficient, not 
only for the sins that are past, but 
for all of our unwilling blemishes of 
the. pet and of the future? In other 
words, Does not our Lord’s satisfac- 
tion of Justice include our imperfec- 
tions present and future, which: are 
the result of Adam’s sin and our in- 
heritance of the fallen condition, as 
well as atone for our sins of the past 
prior to our acceptance of the Divine 
mercy? We anawer, Yes, this is quite 
true; nevertheless the Lord requires 
of us that, after coming into the fain- 
ily of God, we shal? take note of our 
imperfections and apply to him for 
apecific forgiveness of all transgres- 
sions. Doubtless thig is intended to 
assist us in Keeping humble—to asrist 
us in keeping in remembrance ‘‘the 
horrible pit” of sin from which we 
were lifted by the gracious merit of 
the Redeemer by which we, were jus- 
tified. All of these experiences will 
doubtless be helpful to us by draw- 
ing us the more frequently to 
“throne of grace, that wé May ° 
tain mercy, and find grace (merit) 
3 help in time of need” (Hebrews 
v, ; 

The expressidn, “The blood of Jesus 
Christ cleanseth us from all sin,” re- 
fers not merely to the sins that are 
past and the cleansing which was 
ours at the moment we first accepted 
the Lord's favor, but rather, especial- 
ly, it refers to the cleansing which 
is continually necessary to the main- 
tenance of our relationship with the 
Lord. The forgiveness, the cleansing, 
is ireety promptly given, but con- 
ditionally, It must be applied for. 
This is the Lord’s method of instruct- 
ing us in the way of righteousness 
and of assisting us to overcome the 
oppositions and temptations of the 
world and to become at heart ‘‘over- 
comers.” He knows our weaknesses 
better than we do; and he wishes us 
to learn of them, not with a view to 
discouragi us, but that we may 
fight a g fight against tem, con- 

uer them and, in so doing, develop 
the characteristics which he approves 
and has promised to reward with 
{inenarraan with the Redeemer 

is Kingdom. 

Hence, instead of openly rebuking 
his people, the Lord leaves as ours 
the work of searching for secret faults 
and putting them away. In_propor- 
tion as we love him, we will be de- 
sirous of doing those things which 
please him, thus living in his amile, 
under his approval. It is quite suf- 
ficient that the light of the Lord’s 
countenance, his smile, should be 
withdrawn from those who do not 
walk the narrow way, with zeal—who 
do not seek for their own faults and 
endeavor to correct them and to thus 
mnake character. As those now being 
called grow in love for the Lord, every 
hindrance to his favor ‘will be quick- 
ly noted. It is this class that in our 
text 1s represented as seeking Divine 
assistance in the searching out of 
their secret faults. 

Some of these faults. may be known 
to ourselves and to the Lord, but un- 
known to fellowmen. The heart that 
is truly converted to the Lord and to 
herniony with all the principles of 
righteousness which he _ represents 
must more and more desire full per- 
fection—full victory over the weak- 
nesses of the flesh, and must strive 
for this condition. Other secret faults 
may be ‘secret from us but well- 
known to the Lord and possibly quite 
plainly manifest to our brethren and 
neighbors. How earnestly all who are 
truly the Lord’s people should seek 
to seo themselves as others see them, 
and to correct those faults which hith- 
erto have been secret to themselves, 

Asaaredly the "Lord’s assistance is 
necessary in this work; but, in pray- 
ing to him, in the language of our 
text, we should remember that his 


“method of answering our petitions is 


to show us the facts of our case, and 
then to encourage us by his promises 
to fight a good fight against the weak- 
nesses thus brought to our attention. 
The Bible is the Lord’s lamp. The 
Spirit of its wonderful teachings, like 
a two-edged sword, is sharp and 
penetrating. It can discern or dis- 
criminate between the very thoughts 
and intents of the heart which de- 
ceive so many into thinking a wrong 
course justifiable. The Christian who 
makes continual and good use of this 
“sword” will soon find that with its 
assistance he is able to analyse his 


in. 
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own motives lying behind his words 
and his acts; will sometimes find 
himself secreting them, and some- 
limes masquerading them as graces 
and virtues, 

The difficulty with the paarerity of 
Christian people seems to be that 
they have never undertaken a close 
scrutiny of the i sere? lying behind 
their words or their deeds—yea, the 
motive or intention lying hidden in 
their own minds. The .eason for this 
laxity, the reason for their failure to 
follow up with the searchlight and 
to ‘‘bring every thoughs into captiv- 
ity to the will of in Christ” is 
that they have not yet attained to a 
sufficiency of love for righteousness 
and a sufficiency of a hatred for ini- 
quity, The reason for this condition 
of things may be that they are ‘babes 
in Chrrst’’ who have in the past ti 
merely upon the milk of the Wo 


Sre, therefore, weak in the faith and 
weak every way along the lines of 
Christian character development.

t is not sufficient that we love right 
and hate went, and search for even 
our secret faults. Even after attain- 
ing perfection we might be presump- 
tuous and, if so, be unfit for the pro- 
posed exaltation. Satan, when a holy 
angel called Lucifer, the Morning 
Star, was perfect; but the sin of pre. 
pieartion crept into his heart. and 
blighted Methane fi 80 Satan strove 
to tempt our Lord, who was pérfect, 
to commit a presumptuous sin, 
through which he would have made 
shipwreck of his career, He wished 
him to presume upon God’s good- 
ness and abundant care, not by start- 
ing a rival empire, as Satan himsell 
had attempted to do, but to presume, 
nevertheless, upon Divine goodness to 
the extent of jeopardizing his life by 
leaping from the pinnacle of the Tem- 
ple and trusting that God would sus- 
pend the laws of nature and work a 
miracle for his protection, when no 
such miracle was necessary, because 
no such hazard had been demanded. 

Applying this matter of presumptu- 
ous sin to the Church of our day; we 
find some who appear to be the Lord's 
people presuming upon his goodness 
and mercy and love by jumping from 
financial and other pinnacles and 
trusting ‘for miraculous protection 
from disaster. This, to our under- 
standing, is presumptuous sin.. Some- 
times we see presumptuous conduct 
amongst elders and others in the Body 
of Christ, much after the manner of 
Moses’ transgression, when presump- 
tuously he smote the rock, while God 
had merely bidden him to speak to 
the rock. For pastors and elders of 
the Church to assume and to exercise 
An unscriptural lordship over tlie 
Church would appear us to a 
presumptuous sin — a presuming to 
take place and authority not bestowed 
by the Lord. On the contrary, some- 
j times a congregation of the Lord’s 

ole may be presumptuous in neg- 
ecting the Scriptural direction to 
take heed to those who have the rule 
over them and watch for their souls, 
as those who must give an account, 
In how many ways might we be pre- 
sumptuous and ignore the Lord, his 
supervision over the Shurch, and his 
message to us in his. Word! 

Our text declares, ‘Then shall I 
be innocent of the great tranagres- 
sion’’ — innocent of anything which 
would prove me unworthy of eternal 
life and worthy of everlasting death— 
“the Second Death.” 


A Vast Viaduct. 


There has recently been opened, be- 
tween the two New Zealand cities of 
Auckland and Wellington—some 300 
miles apart—a remarkable piece of en- 
gineering work, the Makatote Railway 
viaduct. 


the cities named, close to the base of 
Mount Ruapehu, and at a level of 
2,600 feet ubove the sea.

The eit pA ed Mount Ruapehu,

seen. The viaduct consists of five 
braced steel piers, ranging in height 
from concrete base to: tépl‘ef\’ | 
rail from 240 feet, the structure being 
about 260 feet from bed of creek to 
top of rail. The piers carry five spans, 
each of 100 feet long. The viaduct, 
with the approach spans, is 860 feet 
long over the girders, and, with the 
abutments, has a total length of 895 
feet. There are 5,758 cubic yarde of 
conerete in the foundations and end 
piers, and 1,000 tons of steel-work in 
the braced piers and superstructure,

| 
CANADA'S HERD ESCAPES IN- 
JURY BY FIRE. 


Vast Number of Buffalo Was One of 
| the Wonders of the Prairies Up 
Until Forty Years Ago—Alexander 


He Saw Thousands of Them In 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 


| Canadians have been pleased to 
learn that-notwithstanding the fire in 
Buffalo Park a short time ago, the 
buffalo did not suffer. After going 
to so great expense and trouble to 
secure the last large herd of buffalo 
in the world, it would have been a 
humiliation, almost a natienal disas- 
ter, if the herd had vanished into the 
wilds where, in all probability, most 
of the animals would have been kill- 
ed or rished during the winter. 
When the herd was offered for sale 
by its Montana owner Mr. Roosevelt, 
then President, tried to move his 
Government to become the purchaser, 
but Hon. Frank Oliver, Canadian 


++ Minister of the Interior, moved too 


roy for eyen the strenuous Mr. 
oosevelt, and the herd came to Al- 
berta. There a little east of Battle 
tiver and about midway between the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway and the 
Wetaskiwin branch of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, an area about equal 
to that of four townships was set 
apart as a home for the buffalo, It 
contains sheltering timber, abundance 
of water and grass, although a large 
part of the grass must have been de- 
stroyed by the recent prairie fire 
Even in the winter the buffalo, as a 
tule, find their own food by digging 
through the snow to the dry grass 
beneath which, unlike grass in the 
East, will cure perfectly uncut. Some 
prairie hay is always stored at the 
park and probably this winter some 
of this supply will have to be used 
Precautions against fire at the park 
should be increased. The danger ex- 
perienced recently should not be re- 


peated. 

One Bf the wonders of the West be- 
fore it was a white man’s country 
was the vast number of its buffalo 
This was remarked by the earliest 
explorers and even by the hunters 
and tourists who went there, no later 
than 40 years ago. Shortly after the 
close of the Seven Years’ War, 28 
British fur-trader named Alexander 
Henry spent six years in what is now 
the’ Canadian West, and he left an 
admirably written and very detailed 
account of all he saw on his travels. 
He spent one winter in what is now 
Northwestern Manitoba and Eastern 
Saskatchewan, and there he saw 
thousands of buffalo, which he always 
refers to as ‘‘oxen.’”’ When relating 
the experience’ of a certain day, he 
wrote: “Soon after sunrise we des- 
cried a herd of oxen extending a mile 
and a half in length and too numer. 
ous to be counted. They traveled, 
not one after the other aw in the snow 
other animals do, but in a_ broad 
phalanx, slowly, sometimes stopping 
to feed. That same day we came upon 
a frozen lake. All the snow on the 
frozen lake was trodden down by the 
feet of wild oxen. When this was the 
case on the land an abundance of 
coarse grass discovered itself beneath 

The grass that the traveler Henry 
here refers to and which the buffalc 
found in abundance beneath the 
snow, was the wild prairie grass, dry 
and cured on the ground during the 
preceding autumn and upon which 
the buffalo subsisted throughout the 
winter. This grass still grows on the 
unbroken prairie just as it grew when 
the fur-trader was there, more than 
one hundred years ago. It is still 
cured by the dry winds of early au. 
tumn, and in the ranching country of 
Southern Alberta the cattle feed upon 
it throughout the winter. Without 
this grass the rancher’s cattle could 
not roam the ranges throughout the 
winter and would have to be stabled 
and fed, as they are on the farms of 
Eastern Canada. 

About thirty years after the time of 
the fur-trader, Henry, the two Am- 
erican explorers, Lewis and Clarke, 
who crossed the continent, saw great 
numbers of buffalo during the course 
of their journey. In this connection 
they wrote in their journal: . “These 
buffalo are now so numerous that 
from an eminence we discovered more 
than we had ever seen before at one 
time; and if it be not impossible to 
calculate the moving multitude which 
darkened the whole ‘plains, we are 
convinced that twenty thousand 
would be no exaggerated number.” 

As late as 1833 Catlin, the authority 
on. the North American Indians, 
wrote: ‘Tho almost countless herds 
of buffalo that are sometimes met 
with on these prairies may yet be 
seen by any traveler who will take 
the pains to visit these regions. 
August and September is the time 
they congregate in such masses in 
some places as literally to blacken 
the prairies for miles together.” 

It was not until the fur-traders en- 
tered the West in large numbers that 
the wholesale slaughter of the buffalo 
commenced. In “The Great Lone 
Land” Captain Butler on this point 
wrote that the Indians killed only 
what was required for the supply of 
the camp, “a mere speck” in com- 

arison with the vast numbers that 
attened each season on the rich 
prairie giass.

FORT WHOOP-UP. 


Old Whisky Trading Post 
Only a Memory.

dian West. The sale of spirits to the 
Indians was as lucrative as it was 


Sixties. American traders came up 
over the border from Fort Benton 
with supplies, which they doled out 
to the Blackfeet, Crees and Assini- 
boines for their valuable buffalo 
skins, Fights were common and many 
an illicit trader left his bones to 
bleach alongside the buffalo’s on the 
prairie, Forts Kipp and Whoop-up 
were permanent camps erected by the 
most daring of these traders. W! sg 
up—so-called because one trader de- 
scribed himself as ‘‘Whooping-it-up” 
at this particular spot, so rich was 
the harvest of trade—was a regular 
stockaded fort with a gun mounted 
at each corner. (One of these wea- 
pons can now be seen in the garden 
of Mr. Higinbottom at Lethbridge.) 
In the lawless days described by 
Capt. Palliser and others, these 
camps were the centres of the worst 
kinds of villainy and crime. It was 
to suppress them that the Northwest 
Mounted Police was formed. When 
in the autumn of 1874, after their 
arduous march across the unknown 
rairie, the first body of this famous 
force reached the neighborhood of 
the fort, they lost their way and were 
only guided to their objective point 
by the famous half-breed, Jerry 
Potts, one of the most interesting 
characters of the early days in South- 
ern Alberta. When they found that 
the long-expected force had really 
come, the traders showed no resist- 
ance, All the illicit spirit had been 
got rid of and from the atrival of 
the N.W.M.P. lawlessness disappears 
from the annals of the Oanadian 
West. The old fort building stood 
practically intact well into the eigh- 
ties and was at one time occupied 
by an amusing character, Dan Healy. 
There was a great fire-place in the 
corner of the chief living-room and 
an acquaintance of the writer, who 
often went to Whoop-up when Dan 
was there, had many a chat with 
him as the cup that cheers and also 
inebriates passed across the hearth. 
His squaw and their half-breed child 
were the only other occupants. On 
one occasion when he called, Dan 
would not smoke as usual. Enquir. 
ing the reason Dan said that he had 
given it up because it was making 
the child’s face black! When it ceas- 
ed to be inhabited the building fell 
into decay, and the last of it was 
washed away by the swollen river 
some six or seven years ago in June, 
after extraordinary rains which last- 
ed seventeen days,

T. & N.O. Railway Flourishes. 

Statistics from the T, & N.O. Rail- 
way for July show undiminished pro- 
gress in the development and success 
of the Government road, 

For the first seven months of the 
present year the net receipts were 
$457,867, of which $379,698 came out 
of the operating returns, and $78,168 
from ore royalties. The share of the 
interest on the investment in the 
road is $350,000 for the same period

The gross receipts from operation 
for July were $146,111, and the ex- 
penditure $75,587. The balance of

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TREES FOR PRAIRIES, 


Native Maple Does Not Do Well on 
the Plains. 


One of the most interesting papers 
tead at the convention of the Cana- 
dian Forestry Association held re- 
cently in Regina was that by Mr. 
Angus Mackay, superintendent of the 
Indian Head rita lee Farm, his 
subject being ‘Tree Planting on the 
Prairies.” The results of his experi- 
ments, as given in his address, are 
that the native maple is a very un- 
Satisfactory tree in some respects; 
its propensity to send out suckers 
from all parts of the trunk being 
& constant cause of trouble when 
Rose singly; though when used for 

edge purposes the suckering is an 
advantage. The ash may be: consid- 
ered one of the best trees yet obtain- 
ed for the prairies, its only fault be- 
ing its*lateness in leafing out in the 
spring, and earliness in losing them 
in the fall. Native or American elm 
for street or avenue purposes are the 
most satisfactory yet secured, their 
only fault being the liability to have 
branches broken in heavy .wind- 
storms. Dakota cottonwood has so 
far proved a good avenue or shade 
tree on the experimental farm. This 
variety is easily propagated from cut- 
tings, and, except the Russian pop- 
lar, surpasses all others in growth. 

Russian poplar, which at one time 
gave promise of being a valuable var- 
jety for this country, has for some 
years been injured by a fungus dis- 
ease which makes the trunk unsight- 
ly and eventually kills the tree. The 
native birch which grows in many 
sections of the prairie, is well worthy 
of extensive growth, both for orna- 
mental and commercial purposes. 
This is ate abundant each year. 
The out-leaf birch is quite hardy, 
and the most beautiful tree to be 
found in all Canada. Mountain ash 
which in the early years was ex- 
tremely tender, is now quite hardy 
and at all seasons one of the most 
beautiful trees that can be grown. 
In the summer with its white flowers, 
or in the fall with the large clusters 
¢ red berries, it is especially attrac- 
tive, 

In_ the evergreen family, the 
Scotch, jack and stone pine, Rocky 
Mountain, Norway and white spruce, 
and balsam fir are ite hardy. Tam- 
arack or larch, both native and Euro- 
pean, is hardy, also nearly all the 
Arbor Vitae (cedar) family, but the 
latter are very slow growers. 

In the twenty years of tree-growing 
on the experimental farm, cultivation 
has been the main reliance towards 
success. With a few exceptions, wat- 
er has never been used, even in the 
dryest seasons. In all cases the land 
was prepared the year before plant- 
ing; either by breaking and _back- 
setting if new, or by summer-fallow, 
if old. In no case has failure™ oc- 
curred with either of these prepara- 
tions when the trees were in proper 
condition at the time of planting. 
The last week in April or the first 
two weeks in May have been found 
the best time to plant deciduous 
trees. Late in May has given better 
resulta with evergreen varieties, on 
account of the strong and warm 
winds prior to that time injuring the 
leaves or needles. 

In propagating trees from seed, ma- 
ple, ash, elm and birch are the only 
varieties attempted on a large scale. 
Elm ripens its seed early in June, 
and should be gathered at once and 
sown shallow as soon as dry. The 
other varieties come in about the 
time of wheat harvest, or early in 
September. Ash and birch should be 
sown late in the fall or early spring. 
with no danger of being winter-kill- 

. Maple can be sown in the fall 
with considerable risk of being kill- 
ed, or can sown early in May 
with safety. When fall sowing suc- 
ceeds, as it has done for some years 
back, the growth of the young plants 
over the spring sown, is very mark- 
ed. A wise plan to sow both in 
fall and spring. =

Farms In Clay Beit. 

Hon. James 8. Duff, Minister of 
Agriculture, has returned from a trip 
to northern Ontario. He went as far 
north as Cochrane. He said that the 
quality of the soil along the Tamis- 
kaming and Nothern Ontario Rail 
way is such as to warrant him in pre- 
dicting that within the next twenty- 
ffve years there would be more good 
farms surrounding the Government 
railway than there are from Toronto 
to North Bay. pite some muskeg 
there is an abundance of rich clay 
soil, of which the town site of Coch- 
rane is a good sample. 

The experimental farm at Drift- 
wood has made satisfactory progress 
in demonstrating the quality and pro- 
duotiveness of the soil in that part 
of the province, Oats sown last 
spring have matured splendidly, and 
turnips;~cabbages and other vege- 
tables have yielded excellent speci- 
mens. Two acres of fall wheat sown 
this year are showing up well. 

“While north,”’ id the Minister, 
“we discussed the question of the 
town site of Monteith, and in all 
probability arrangements will be 
made in the course of a few days for 
making a survey on the opposite side 
of the railway from the farm build- 
ings where a promising location is 
to be found.”

| “A noticeable change has come Over 
the nation of late years,’ Gen, Baden- 
Powell said while in conversation 
|with a London writer, “and the aim 
,of the scout movement is to counter- 
; act that change by preventing the ris- 
| ing generation from developing into 


\‘siackers’,”’ 

| Later he remarked: ‘Few British 
boys, or girls for that matter, are 
‘slackers’ by nature. A ‘slacker’ is 


made, not born. British boys and 
girls, and the boys and girls of most 
other nations too, are born, as a rule, 
with any amount of ‘grit.’ To foster 
it, however, environment must be 
considered; also the lads must be 
brought up and educated rationally.” 

Amazement has been expressed at 
the extraordinary success that has at- 
tended Gen, Baden-Powell’s scheme. 
Yet there is little to be surprised at. 
Read the biography of any man of 
our own period, or of the past, who 
has achieved phenomenal success in, 
generalship in any walk in life, and 
qe will tind that in every instance 

e had remarkable pluck and deter- 
mination, worked extremely hard, and 
possessed perhaps the most precious 

ift a man can have, the gift of be- 
ng able to organize, 

Now, B.-P. has these three attri- 
butes and one or two more as well. 
First and foremost he is a “man’’ in, 
the best sense of the word, and 
through life he has worked hard. 
What he is ‘‘made of,” so far as pluck 
is concerned, that little affair at 
Mafeking some ene ago has shown 
us, When the siege of Mafeking was 
“on,” the majority of the 300,000 boys 
now enrolled as scouts were tiny tod- 
dlers, some of them running about, as 
likely as "not, with pinafores and jam- 
my mouths instead of in slouch hats 
and haversacks. But since then they 
have heard all about B.-P. and his 
gallant defence, and that knowledge 
probably has much to do with their 
enthusiasm in their scouting work. 
They know their chief to be a man 
who understands what he talks about, 
a man who has seen a lot of life and 
a lot of fighting and who doesn’t know 
what fear means. 

And that is the kind of man that 
boys—and girls—idolize. 

Every boy who becomes a Scout has 
to promise on oath that he will ‘‘be 
loyal to God- and King,” to his offi- 
cers, his country, and his employers; 
that he will do his best to help any- 
bne needing help; that he will never 
under eye circumstances break his 
word of, honor; that he will be a. 
friend to all, no matter of what rank 
or class; that he will never kill any 
dumb thi: unnecessarily or cause 
needless suffering; that he will at all. 
times courteous and considerate; 
and that he will be thrifty, but never 


mean, 
The belief that boys would Aire f 
obey this scout law, as it is called, 
was laughed at by sceptics two years 
ago, when the movement started. 
B.-P., however, has proved who was 
the better judge of boy nature. When 
esked by the writer if the boys really 
obeyed this law, hig answer was: 

“Yes, they have thoroughly acted 
up to what they promised on their 
honor to do. Their conduct has been 
splendid. I have always maintained 
that boys as a body have both moral 
and physical pluck. If they grow up 
lacking either, the fault rests usually 
with those who had charge of them 
during their impressionable years.” 

In addition he explained that it is 
wrong to think, as some do, that the 
movement is meant to foster militar- 
ism, or that it will foster it. Every 
man who has been in action, he said 
has seen too much of the horrors of 
war not to wish to prevent war. Oth- 
ers have objected to the movement on 
the ground that sectarian religion is 
not considered. Its organizer is a * 
lirm believer in the religion of Chris-. 
tianity. He thinks that all have an 
equal chance of salvation, no matter 
to what sect they belong, provided 
they act up to what they believe to 
be right. 

At one time boys thought that if 
they joined the scouts they would be 
laughed at, for there always are peo- 
ple who laugh at anything and every- 
thing that they have not seen before. 
But to-day the scouts are assured of 
their position, and if anybody tries 
to jeer at them or tease them they 
tre amused, They know, too, that 
on the day of their rally at the Crys- 
tal Palace the King would not have . 
telegraphed congratulations had they 
been a useless corps. 


A Royal Cook. 


Princess Mary of Wales has been 
tecently receiving her first lessons in 
cookery, and is said to be resembling 
her mother in displaying considerable 
aptitude for this work. It is the in- 
tention of the Princess of Wales to 
have her daughter instructed in the 
whole of the domestic arts, and this 
plun is now being carried out.
